WASHINGTON, March 3 
Whatever the dismay of the 
American public, the State De- 
partment had no reason to be 
surprised at Czechoslovakia’s sur- 
render to Communist Russia. For 
nearly seven years, the Post-Dis- 
patch learns, the department has 
held documents in its secret arch- 
ives purporting to show that Dr. 


Eduard Benes, president of Czech- 


oslovakia was serving as Joseph 
Stalin’s agent in Western Europe. 
The story, as told by informants 
of responsibility and opportunity 
to know the facts, is that on June 
25, 1941, Benes signed a secret 
treaty with Stalin in which Russia 
guaranteed Czechoslovakia’s pre- 
Munich frontf€rs while the Re- 
public agreed in turn to act as 
Russia’s spearhead in Western 
Europe. 
The deal is said to have angered 
Stephen Ossudzky, then Czech 
Ambassador to France, to the ex- 
tent that he smuggled a copy of 
the pact to a close friend in the 
United States Embassy at Paris. 
It was promptly communicated to 
the State Department and was 
buried in the depths of its files. 
Under the protocol’s terms, it is 
alleged, Russia was to annex the 
Czechoslovakian province of Ru- 
thenia, in return for permission 
granted Benes to exile from his 
country 3,500,000 Sudeten Germans 
and 800,000 Hungarians. At the

The loss of large anti-Commun- 
ist populations is thought to have 
weakened fatally Czechoslovakia's 
position in respect to Russia.

The city of St. Louis today 
filed a petition with the Missouri 
Public Service Commission ask- 
ing for suspension of the pro- 
posed fare increase sought by the 
Public Service Co, through elim- 
ination of the use of tokens, The 
city asked the matter be held up 
pending completion of an audit 
being made by the commission of 
the company’s property, revenues 
and operating expenses. The audit 
will be completed in about three 
months. 

The present fare structure of 
the company should be continued 
in effect until the audit and in- 
vestigation has been completed 
and a public hearing held, “un- 
less the commission shall find 
that such an emergency exists as 
to require some increase in fares 
at this time,” the city’s petition 
stated. 

The city asked that a hearing 
| be held on the Public Service 
Co.’s proposed. new fare schedule 
and that the company be re- 
quired to present evidence, if any 
it has, as to why it cannot con- 
tinue to operate under the pres- 
ent schedule” until the audit is 
completed. 

The investigation, being con- 
ducted by the accounting and 
engineering departments of the 
commission, was ordered last sum- 
mer when the commission ap- 
proved, on a temporary or experi- 
mental basis, higher prices for 
passes sold to streetcar and bus 
passengers. 

Elimination of the use of tokens, 
which now are sold four for 35 
cents, was proposed in a new 
fare schedule filed with the com- 
mission by the company Feb. 20. 
Unless suspended by the commis- 
sion for investigation, the new 
schedule woyld become effective 
March 22. 

Additional revenue which, the 
company would receive trough 
abandenment of the token system 
was estimated by company offi- 
Cials at $520,000 a year. They said 
the additional revenue was needed 
because of increased operating 
expenses and a decline in the 
number of passengers since the 
e fare increase last Aug- 
ust,

per cent in the cost of transporta-

gangsters, that he was paid $15,- 
000 as attorney for the four men 
to obtain dismissal of a second in- 
dictment pending against them. 
Dismissal of the second indict- 
ment, last May 6, paved the way 
for the parole of the four gang- 
sters after they served only three 
and a half years of 10-year terms 
in federal prison. 

Hughes said he had been re- 
tained as attorney for the gang- 
sters by a mysterious person who 
gave his name as “Mike Ryan” 
but who looked like an Italian. 
Asked if he had everd learned 
“Ryan’s” real name, he said he 
had not, Ryan told him, the law- 
yer testified, he was in the truck- 
ing business in Chicago and had 
a string of race horses, 

Hughes agreed to take the case 
for a fee of $15,000 and got $1000 
of it in advance. The other $14,000, 
he said, was paid to him in $100 
bills in New York on the day he 
obtained dismissal of the 
fraud indictments. Asked if he 
knew who really paid his fee, he 
replied: 

“Well, I know it wasn’t any 
convention of Southern Baptists, 
I wasn’t fooled about that. 
imagine it was friends of those 
men, or maybe some money they 
nad cached out.” * 

Names Those Dealt With. 

He named a long list of those 
with whom he had negotiated for 
dismissal of the indictments and 
ended, “and anybody else there 
who would talk to me.” 

That reminded Representative 
Busbey (Rep.), IIlinois, that Paul 
Dillon has a brother who is an 
attorney in the Department of 
Justice, 

“Did you ever talk about it with 
Dan Dillon?” he asked. Hughes 
said he didn’t know Dan Dillon, 
or his brother Paul.

The subcommittee has in its 
possession a list of employes of 
the National Bureau of Standards 
who have been cleared by the 
Atomic Energy Commission to 
perform work on atomic projects. 
Because of the fact that this list 
contains restricted data, it is not 
being included in this report. 


However, it is to be noted that 


when this list was issued at the 
end of November 1947, the name 
of Dr. Edward U. Condon was 
carried in a pending status. This 
list contains the names of all of 
those persons who are qualified 
to work on atomic energy proj- 
ects from a loyalty standpoint. 
The fact that the name of the 
director of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards was carried in a pending 
status by the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission as late as November 
1947, becomes a matter of serious 
concern to us when it is recalled 
that he had, as early as 1941, held 
several important positions in the 
United States Government which 
related to the development of 
atomic energy.

From that instant on, no one in 
Germany was “compelled” to use 
this kind of labor. There was 
more than enough demand for it. 
The 8.S. wanted all there was in 
its own burgeoning state-owned 
activities. Industrialists had to 
compete for it. 

Krupp’s Got 70,000. 

The fact that the Krupp arma- 
ments works was able to get large 
numbers of these camp inmates 
until the end of the war speaks 
volumes for the influence the firm 
wielded on the German Govern- 
ment. It is the basis for the third 
main count against 12 officials of 
the huge concern who now are on 
trial before an American military 
tribunal in Nuernberg. 

Krupp’s dealings in slave labor, 
according to the documents and 
testimony introduced here, were 
not confined to concentration 
camps. At least 70,000 foreign 
civilians were on its payrolls, al- 
most all of them under compul- 
sion, no matter how it may have 
been disguised as “voluntary” em- 
ployment. 

Another 21,006 of its workers 
were French, Yugoslav and Rus- 
sian prisoners of war, many of 
them employed on armaments in 
direct violation of the internation- 
al law of war, and all of them con- 
tributing in some way to the Ger- 
man armies the field. 

Two thotsand more in the 
Krupp works were Italians whose 
status fluctuated vaguely between 
that of “internees” and “pris- 
oners.“ 


The prosecution charges that 
Krupp made use of foreign slave 
laborers in 78 plants in Ger- 
many and three in France; that 
it employed prisoners of war 
illegally in 58 factories in Ger-

The Krupp trial has produced 
an added twist. The same wit- 
nesses now have said in affidavits 
that Dr. Walter Ballas, a former 
Krupp attorney who now is among 
defense counsel, called them in and 
tried to force them as Germans“ 
to alter their testimony. 

Krupp's ultilization of concentra- 
tion camp workers demonstrated 
as much imagination as that of 
any firm in Germany.

Krupp applied them both, and 
invented its own disguised form 
of concentration camp which it 
called a “disciplinary school.” 


One system called for the in- 


stallation of subsidiary camps or 
“filiallager,” as branches of one of 
the bigger and more permanent 
SS camp establishments. Krupp's 
employed this at Markstaedt, near 
Breslau, when it was building the 
so-called “Bertha Works,” named 
for Alfried’s mother, the one-time 
Krupp heiress, who gave her name 
in World War I to “Big Bertha,” 
or more literally “thick Bertha,” 
the gun that shelled Paris. 

Five thousand prisoners were 
drawn from the ‘notorious Gross 
Rosen camp, which had a local rep- 
utation on a par with Buchenwald 
or Dachau, and set up near the 
plant in a camp called “Fuenf- 
teichen.” 

Krupp’s officials contend the 
camp was constructed by the

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In Old Home Without a Single Bath

How They Live in Midtown Slum: 
5 Families (24 Persons) Crowded 


Only Two Toilets Available in Dilapidated 
Residence Where Walls Are Damp, Wiring 
Is Exposed and Fire Escapes Don’t Exist.

(LAST OF A SERIES) 

Investigating conditions in the 
blighted district bounded by Fif- 
teenth street and Grand boulevard 
and Market and Olive streets, this 
reporter dropped at random into 
a mildewell dwelling where five 
families (24 individuals altogether) 
live in a house built for one fam- 


ily in the good old days before the 
Plight descended gn the central 
part of St. Louis. 
This particular house, ical of 
many in this area, at 3028 
/ Pine street. Once upon a time, be- 
fore and after the turn of the cen- 
tury, it was the home of a family 
of the upper middle-class. It was 
constructed along solid lines of 
stone and wood three stories 
high with bagement, and it boasts 
a mansard roof and bay windows. 
Like so many of its neighbors, 
the property has been cons ntly 
neglected and is a health hazard 
znd potential fire trap. The walls 
are excessively damp, the wooden 
porch is subsiding, the lawns are 
muddy, some of the windows are 
broken d stuffed with papers 
and rags, the plaster is falling, the 
plumbing is grossly inadequate, 
and the exposed electrical wiring 
is not without danger in view of 
the overcrowded condition of the 
house and the fact that the 
ane stairway, highly combustible, 
would be the only fire exit for 
many of the tenants unless they 
elected to leap from the windows. 


No Bath For 6 Families. 

One toilet, on the second floor, 
is provided for the four families 
living on the first, second and 
third foors— 20 persons in all. 
Another toilet of a rudimentary 
sort is installed on the en 
floor of what used to be thé coal 
cellar, for the use of the fifth 
family in the house. There are no 
bathrooms—the rentable space is 
too precious for such luxuries. 

The landlord provides no heat 
for the tenants although, accord- 
ing to their estimates, the monthly 
rentals te $100. Moreover, 
since the landlord rents out the 
basement, they have no place to 
store coal or wood which could be 
purchased cheaper in large quan- 
tities; they are compelled to buy 
their fuel by the basket, which 
makes it unduly expensive for 
people of low incomes. 

The first floor is occupied by a 
family of four, a parking lot man- 
ager, his wife and their two 


” daughters. The family pays $20.70 


a month for four rooms—parior, 
bedroom, dining room and kitchen. 

“There's not much left after we 
pay the rent,” the mother of the 
family said, “but we can’t find no 
where else to stay.” , 

The mother is a good house- 
keeper. When she could no longer 
endure the dampness of her par- 
lor walls, she papered them at 
her own expense. 

“This old house,” she said, “is | 
mighty old, about 80 years old, 
I’m told. White folks used to live 
here up until 35 years ago.” 

Life in a Basement, 

The floors above’ ground were 
so damp that the reporter was in- 
teres in secing how the base- 
ment family ‘got along. The fam- 
ily, he learned, consists of an au. 
tomobile banic: his wife and 
their two daughters. 

No pne was home at the time, 
but soon the mother, a buxom, 
good-natured matron, shuffied 
home from the corner grocery and 
consented to an inspection of the 
two rooms for which she pays 
$0.75 a — raised from $8.50. 
The front room, not very large, 
managed to hold an upright piano, 
a heating stove and two beds, The 
housewife had done wonders with 
old calendarwand shaggy curtains 
to make it home-like. Moreover, 
the room had a wooden floor ar@ 
was warm. ane 

Leaving this combination parlor- 
bedroom, one passed down a dark, 
damp gangway into the other 
room, a Spartan kitchen, equipped 
with an old-fashioned iron cook- 
ing stove, a Aish trough, a zinc 
washtub and some benches and 
stools. This room was unheated, 
had a cold concrete floor, bare 
stone walls from which the thin 
plaster was — and two 
windows which were broken and 
stuffed with cloths. Glaring illu- 
mination came from one electric 
light bulb dangling from the 
whitewashed ceiling. 

The mother of the family apol- 
ogized for the absence of a bath- 
room. “We grownups,” she said, 
giancing toward the zinc washtub, 


' 


“can make out but we could use 
a bathroom for the children.” 

She was a apologetic about 
the meager toilet facilities. One 
had to grope into a musty, sub- 
terranean, shed-like cubicle back 
of the basement to find a primi- 
tive water-closet perched on an 
earthen mound, Apparently coal 
and cordwood had been stored in 
this clammy dungeon until the 
landlord put it to other uses. 

To keep her parlor warm, this 
mother has to buy daily a basket 
of kindling wood, at 25 cents, and 
a basket of coal, at 75 cents. She 
finds it hard to make ends meet 
since her mechanic husband is not 
employed regularly — “He just 
keeps jockeyin’ around from one 
job to another,” she smiles rue- 
fully. 

This family has lived in the 
basement for a year and has no 
moving plans. “When you have 
children, the mother says, it's so 
hard to find a place to live.” 

Touring the central slum district 
from day to day, this reporter 
was struck by the extraordinarily 
dilapidated condition of a three- 
story red-brick dwelling on the 
north side of Pine, between 
Twenty-ninth and Thirtieth streets.

Result of a Fire. 7 

On the night of Feb. 10, 1947, 
an oil stove exploded in one of 
the first-floor rooms now aban- 
doned. The family occupying the 
first floor was able to escape via 
a back porch. The people on the 
upper floors had no such exits 

d the flames, fanning up the un- 

otected stairwell, cut off escape 
in that direction and forced them 
to the windows, All dropped out 
without serious injuries save one 
tenant, 105 years old, who plunged 
from the second floor and suffered 
fractures of arm and leg which 
caused her death. 

Although the fire occurred more 
than a year ago, the landlord has 
not repaired the two burnt-out 
rooms on the first floor; some 
minor repairs were made to the 
stairway leading upstairs and to 
the exposed electrical wiring. 

Prior to the fire, the four rooms 
on the first floor were occupied 
by three generations of a family 
—husband and wife; daughter 
and son-in-law, and a niece; also 
two chow dogs named Spook and 
Peaches. 

Patiently waiting for the land- 
lord to restore their home, the 
five human beings (plus the two 
pets) still live at the same address, 
huddled in two rooms at the gear 
instead of their four rooms to 
which they were entitled. To make) 
it worse, they are paying the same 
rent for two rooms as they did for 


four, 
Hasn't Raised Rent. 

However, these extremely pa- 
tient people think their landlord 
is “awful rice” because he hasn't 
raised their rent for 12 years— the 
rent remains $17 a month. When 
their husbands were out of work 
the landlord advised them not to 
worry about the rent and he car- 
ried them “on the cuff” for an 
entire year. Another time when 
they were strapped for funds, the 
landlord told them to “take the 
rent and buy the baby a Christmas 
present.” 

These Negro families somehow 
contrive contentment despite over- 
crowding, unemployment, fire and 
health hazards and other vicissi-

There were others who had only “strikes” and failed to land any 
of the 2000 rainbows stocked in the waters of this scenic park, in

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Report Browns 
Soon May Sell 
Toledo Club 


A report persisted today that the 


Browns, apparently still strapped 
for cash, were ready to sell their 
one Class Triple-A baseball outlet, 
Toledo of the American Associa- 
tion. But Richard C. Muckerman, 
president of the club, would com- 
ment only that “nothing has been 
decided.” 

One source said Toledo already 
had been sold to the Detroit Ti- 
gers, who originally owned the 
franchise, for approximately $375,- 
000. But the information could 
not be confirmed. 

Muckerman declined to say 
whether negotiations with De- 
troit had been initiated by the 
Browns or the Tigers, but in 
answer to another question, he 
said, “Some major league clubs 
always are looking for Triple-A 
farms.” 

Disposal of Toledo would leave 
the Browns with one Class Dou- 
ble-A club (San Antonio of the 
Texas League) and one Class A 
(Elmira, N. T. of the Eastern 
League) as the highest links in an 
18-club chain. Detroit at present 
has a working agreement with— 
but does not own Buffalo of the 
Class Triple-A International 
League. 

The Browns’ directors met yes- 
terady at Barnes Hospital where 
General Manager Bill DeWitt was 
convalescing from a recent opera- 
tion. Today DeWitt went home 
and his brother, Charley, the trav- 
eling secretary, headed for Cali- 
fornia. At the meeting in addi- 
tion to the DeWitts and Mucker 
man were board members Jim 
Dunbar, Tony Buford and Herbert 
Waltke. 

Another unconfirmed report 
was that the St. Louis American 
League management had consid« 
ered disposal of its concession in- 
terests at Sportsman's Park, Tole- 
do, San Antonio and Elmira.

I remarked that with regard to 
the postwar treatment of Ger- 
many I would bear in mind two 
controlling points. The first was 
that Germany should be kept un- 
der military control for 25 or 50 
years, as necessity might require, 
until she experienced an absolute 
change of heart away from all 
theories and notions of Nazism 
and the absurd idea that Germans 
were a superior race and had u 
right to govern other races. The 
second was that the standard of 
living of the German population 
should be kept below the average 
of neighboring populations but 
should be raised gradually in pro- 
portion, to the rate of change on 
their part awa, from Nazism, ra- 
cial superiority, and the like, to- 
ward ideas of human rights, in- 
dividual liberty, freedom and 
peace, 

I concluded that I was satis- 
fied that the British at Quebec 
had joined in on this extreme 
starvation plan in order to get 
Morgenthau’s help in obtaining 
the six and a half billion dollar 
credit proposed by the Secretary . 
of the Treasury. I particularly 
inveighed against this credit. 

For one reason, I said, negotia- 
tions with Britain should be con- 
ducted primarily through the 
State Department, the organ of 
the Administration set up to nego- 
tiate with foreign governments. 

For another reason, Morgen- 
thau’s proposal had attached to 
it no-conditions whatever. There 
were numerous questions pending 
between us and Great Britain on 
which we should seck settlement 
or action, and the credits would 
be needed as a part of our bar- 
gaining position with Britain. 

Morgenthau had brushed aside 
or ignored these considerations, 
and made an unconditional offer- 
ing of six and a half billion dol- 
lars without consulting any appro- 
priate official of the Government 
either in the State Department or 


in Congress. ö

came known and the President

“In regard to the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, it is true that we have 
no idea as yet what they have 
in mind, but we have to remem- 
ber that in their occupied ter- 
ritory they will do more or 
less as they wish. We cannot 
afford to get into a position of 
merely recording protests on 
our part unless there is some 
chance of some of the protests 
being heeded. 

“I do not intend by this to 
break off or delay negotiations 
with the Soviet Government 
over Lend-Lease either on the 
control basis or on the pro- 
posed Fourth Protocol basis. 
This, however, does not immedi- 
ately concern the German indus- 
trial future.” 

My conversation with the Pres- 
ident on Oct. 1 had obviated the 
need to take any action on his 
memorandum, This latter showed 
me, however, the line of thought” 
he had been pursuing. In his mind 
the future of Britain was linked 
inversely with the future of Ger- 
many. Britain needed to get back 
her export trade after the war, 
but he felt that she could not do 
go if Germany were permitted to 
develop an extensive export trade 
in competition. Therefore he em- 
braced Morgenthau’s plan. 

‘ But he forgot, despite Church- 
ill’s initialing of the agreement, 
that the British Government 
was the last to desire the con- 
version of Germany into a pas- 
toral country, because Britain’s 
livelihood would be impaired if 
Furope's economy collapsed be- 
cause of à wrecked Germany. 
The President’s memorandum 
also showed plainly that he had 
not understood the meaning of 
what he had agreed to do at 
Quebec. At about this time Sec- 
retary Stimson had a talk with 
the President, from which Stim- 
son drew the same conclusion. He 
informed me that he had there- 
upon read to the President several 
sentences from the President's 
memorandum of Sept. 15, conclud- 
ing with the phrase, “looking for- 
ward to converting Germany into 
@ country primarily agricultural 
and pastoral in its character.” 

n informed me that the 
President was frankly staggered 
at hearing these sentences and 
said that he had no idea how 
he could have initialed the 
memotandum and that he. had 
evidently done so without much 
thought. 

In any event, the President,

Three weeks after my memo- 
randum of Sept. 29 he sent me 
a reply dated Oct. 20 which he 
began by saying:

He said he agreed with our 
proposals for the de-militarization 
of Germany and suggested they” 
include everything having to do 
with aircraft. He was “in hearty 
agreement” with our proposals 
for the dissolution of the Nazi 
party and its affiliated organiza- 
tions, and for extensive controls 
over communications, press, and 
propaganda.

Togliatti’s leadership of the Ital- 
ian Communists and their stooges 
has recently thoroughly justified 
his reputation as the shrewdest 
Communist outside Moscow. All 
observers eed last autumn that 
the Moscow-ordered campa of 
violence had frightened and alien- 
ated a large proportion of the 
Italian electorate. But since then 
the Communists have neatly re- 
versed their field.

Phone Co.’s Weak Case 


Even before opponents of a telephone rate in- 
crease have begun to present their testimony, 
Southwestern Bell’s application for an annual 
rate hike of $3,250,000 in Missouri has been 
shown to be weak and unsubstantial. If Missouri 
is given the benefit of accounting procedures 
freely accepted by the Bell System in some other 
stdtes and of other adjustments shown to be in 
order, there is little question that the proposed 
rate increase can be foregone entirely. At the 
hearings to date, it has been shown that: 

If the huge depreciation reserve is subtracted 

from the plant-investment account, as it is in 
many other states, it will cancel out the need for 
approximately $1,250,000 of the additional reve- 
nue requested—about 40 per cent of the pro- 
posed increase. 
Action to bring the annual charge fot depreci- 
ation in line with actual, accountable deprecia- 
tion can save several hundred thousand dollars a 
year additional. 2 

Several hundred thousand dollars, again, can 
be trimmed from operating expenses by requir- 
ing that the so-called license- contract fee with 
the parent corporation, A. T. & T., be limited to 
services actually rendered the subsidiary, (In 
some states, the entire fee has been denied.) 

Application of a recent 5 per cent reduction in 
equipment ‘prices charged by Western Electric, 
A. T. & T.’s manufacturing subsidiary, will ma- 
terially reduce expenditures in 1948 and future 
years. Adjustment in Southwestern Bell's plant 
account to indemnify the company for monopoly 
prices paid Western Electric in the past would 


save much more. Several states have made such . 
Paul Walker, chairman 


reductions in the past. 
of the Federal Communications Commission, has 
estimated that Western Electric prices are 30 per 
cent higher than might be expected if exclusive 
purchase contracts between Bell operating com- 
panies and Western Electric were butlawed and 
competitive conditions were brought about. 


Installation of the dial system in 19 addi- 
tional Missouri cities and towns will save South- 
western Bell $1,780,000 a year in salaries of tele- 
phone operators—a saving which should be off- 
set in only minor part by added maintenance 
costs. Salaries of operators account for 85 per 
cent of Southwestern Bell’s traffic expenses. 


High charges for “rearrangement and changes 
in plant,” made necessary by the swift postwar 
expansion of facilities, should show a steady de- 
cline beginning this year. This indicates that the 
company's estimate of maintenance costs should 
be reduced. 

The cost of training telephone operators, which 
was 10 times as great in 1947 as in 1940, should 
level off as employment conditions become 
normal. This might save $200,000 or $300,000 a 
year. 

Payments into the employes’ pension fund call 
for close scrutiny. Such payments last year ab- 
sorbed more than $7,000,000 and accounted for 
nearly 5 per cent of all operating expenses—al- 


though actual payments from the 35-year-old 


pension fund were more than met by interest 
earned on the pension reserve. 

Southwestern Bell's advertising expenses prac- 
tically doubled from 1940 to 1947, rising from 
$156,000 to $306,000 although the company in 
the earlier period was soliciting subscribers, 
whereas it now has a waiting list in Missouri of 
more than 30,000. Apparently, some trimming is 
in order here. 

Long distance calls within Missouri average 
some 13 per cent more, mile for mile, than long 
distance calls into Missouri from without the 
state. For example—taxes included—it costs $1.69 
for a 3-minute daytime person-to-person call from 
St. Louis to Kansas City, but only $1.50 for a 
similar call from East St. Louis, III., to Kansas 
City. Yet Southwestern Bell is asking that long 
distance rates within Missouri be increased. Is 
there any reason why the Missouri Public Serv- 
ice Commission should permit higher charges for 
intrastate long-distance calls than the Federal 
Communications Commission appreves for such 
calls across the state lines?

An Impressive Case 

The report of the House Un-American Activi- 
ties subcommittee on Dr. Edward U. Condon is 
an impressive statement, It is impressive not- 
withstanding the assurances of the head of the 
important Bureau of Standards that “if I am 
the weak link in atomic security, then the na- 
tion need have no fear.” 

The case against Dr. Condon, as presented in 
the committee report, is not open and shut. It 
is largely circumstantial. The circumstances, 
however, are such as to be very disturbing. 
Loyalty aside, they sharply raise the question as 
to whether Dr. Condon should be presiding over 
a federal bureau engaged in providing scientific 
and technical information for the Army, Navy 
and Atomic Energy Commission—a bureau which 
has as one of its own sections an Atomic Physics 
Division. a i 

The Thomas subcommittee says, and Dr. Con- 
don does not deny, that he has been in contact 
as recently as late last year with a “self-con- 
fessed Soviet espionage agent.” It says that he 
has been in association with “several other per- 
sons” of doubtful trustworthiness. It says that 
he Jent his influence, as a member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Soviet Science Society, to 
one of the principal Communist endeavors in the 
United States.” It says that he has assisted in 
the spread of American scientific information to 
Russia on a “one-way street” basis. 

Dr. Condon’s defense to all this is that if he 
associated with improper persons for one in his 
position, he did so “unknowingly.” He makes 
the effective point-that when questions of this 
sort arose about him, he volunteered to help 
Chairman Thomas in the investigation, but had 
no reply. He says he asked Secretary of Com- 
merce Harriman, his departmental chief, to make 
a full investigation and so far as he knows no 
action was taken. 

The Thomas committee, like its predecessor 
the Dies committee, has often engaged in sus- 
picion and rumor. It is possible that notwith- 
standing the letter from the FBI and the other 
damaging items in the record it is doing so 
again. At the same time there is a chance that 
it has something cut from the same cloth as the 
espionage scandals in Canada. It is up to Secre- 
tary Harriman to make the Condon case first or- 
der of business. Its gravity requires immediate 
handling and the promptest possible full ex- 
planation to the country. 
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Such Men Are Heroes 
The Communist hock was jerked into Czecho- 
slovakia so quickly that there was hardly time 
for a thought about its personal implications. In 
this convulsive generation, diplomats and news- 


paper readers alike think of labelled chunks of 


the map, often forgetting that they really are 
concerned with millions of human beings— 
people with families, homes and jobs who have 
been working for the future and who suddenly 
find life deprived of all purpose except survival. 
But what is life on such terms? 

Eduard Benes may be an exceptional person, 
and yet he is typical of many of his countrymen. 
For that matter, he is typical of most decent 
Europeans. Those who escaped the noose and 
endured the concentration camp or served in the 
underground have much in common with him. 

They may not have felt so intense a fervor as 
Benes did when he worked with Masaryk for the 
re-creation of his country. And they may not 
have endured so full a measure of personal 
abuse as was heaped on him by Hitler. But each 
in his own way must have shared these emotions 
—and especially the frustration that came with 
the ruthless show of Communist force. 

Like Benes, they, too, had staked all on man- 
to-man decency, on the give-and-take of free 
debate, on the co-operation that comes of a 
shared purpose, and on the proposition that the 
future cannot be shaped by force alone. So, like 
the sick man in Prague’s presidential palace. 
they now must be steeped in deep dejection. 

Those who have not felt the irresistible pres- 
sure may be moved—against their will—to look 
askance at those who have yielded to it. But let 
there be no question about the courage and the 
bravery of these Europeans. Let there be no 
forgetting that as individuals they have met tests 
which have not come our way. 

In the case of Benes and the Czechs, thcy are 
allowed to live—one is tempted to say: forced to 
live—to see the profanation of their work and 
their hope.

Then this informa- 
tion went into the files, and when they 
looked there to find where the spy had 
spent the night they never found out be- 
cause the spy always had a false name and 
false papers; they would catch only the 
naive murderer who had killed his girl out 
of despair and who did not care whether 
they caught him or not and so had shown 
his own papers, signed his own name.

That is what we said, bit this is what 
we now are doing. We are making new 
regulations for alien visitors. These new 
regulations are designed to keep a closer 
check on persons “suspected of subversive 
activity.” If the alien visitor promises to 
stay put In one place he may have a visa 
good for six months. 

Previously it was good for a year. But, 
if he wants to move about, then the visa 
will be good only for three months. He 
must report regularly to the immigration 
authorities, who will be “expected to keep a 
watchful eye continually on persons com- 
ing into the country and to take steps if 
necessary.”

By implication, Mr. Pope gets in some 
kind words for the Courier-Journal, which 
to working newspaper men has never 
seemed to aspire to anything more than 


recognition as a kind of outland version of 
the New York Herald ‘Tribune in all its 
wishy-washy internationalism. The only 
authority he can cite in attributing a “sense 
of responsibility” to the Courier-Journal ia 
a study by some pinko Nieman fellows who 
got a free year at Harvard. 


The Pope speech reinforces a conclusion: 


which was made manifest by the Hutchins 
report, namely, that those who “investi- 
gate” the press are either uninformed 
amateurs who know nothing about news- 
paper operations or, if journalists, are as- 
sociated with newspapers which are not 
conspicuously successful, Mr. Pope falls 
within the latter classification. In attribut- 
ing failings to the press, he is describing 
the Courier-Journal, the only newspaper he 
knows anything about. Envy of superior 
papers colors his outlook.

Veterans in schools—more than 2,000,000 
of them—have had rough going under the 
present benefit system, Payments have re- 
mained the same for many months, and 
the cost of living has skyrocketed. This has 
meant that some veterans have had to drop 
their college training, many have had to 
borrow money to continue, and almost all 
have been forced to a bare subsistence. 


Veterans with families have suffered most. 
The new payment scale should do much 
to help. It should bring back to the col- 
leges some who have been forced out by 
lack of funds. It is much more realistic 
than the present scale. 

Veterans taking the job training have 
also had their difficulties. Their plight has 
not been as serious as that of the college 
men, yet the legal income ceilings imposed 
on them were also unrealistic. And there 
is no doubt that some employers used the 
ceilings as a means of keeping a veteran's 
wages down, This will still be possible, but 
not to the extent it has been in the past.

In 
other words, Mr, Priestley’s is a 
more pedestrian way of echoing 
John Donne's Therefore send not 
to know for whom the bell tolls;
